Monument He Had Prepared Erected 
Over His Grave While His Money 
Goes to Vari»us Schools 
and Asylumn.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., 
quarter of a million, unmarried, and 74 
years of age, Joseph Benoist, who three 
years ago prepared for his death, had hs 
coffin made and monument engraved after 
learning he was the victim of an .ncurab.e 
heart trouble, passed away suddenly yes- 
terday at his home, #8 Penn street. This 
afternoon Benolist’s coffin, made three years 
ago, was brought in and an attempt was 
made to place him in It. Benoist, however 

in his three years’ lease of life had ga.n 


so much flesh that another coffin had to be 
substituted. 

His wealth Benolist left to various char- 
itable institutions here, In life Benoist was 
close and abjured the vanities of life. 
When three years ago he found he was as 
good as dead he acquired a habit of fre- 
quenting the yards of tombstone makc<rs, 
selecting imposing shafts and sending them | 
out to the less imposingly marked graves 
of his dead friends. 

Benoist had had a remarkable career. 
He was a French Canadian, born in Mon- 
treal. His father, who fought in the war 
of 1812, was rich. Upon his death his wife 
married again and soon all the money was 
gone. Joseph Benoist then said he must 
set out to seek his fortune, and at the age 
of 18 he came to the United States. All 
that could be collected for him to set out 
with in the world was #5. He intended go- 
ing to New Mexico, but it was war time 
and he stopped at Lasalle, Lil He then 
worked with a shovel in the Illinois canal. 
Then he bought some fand. After seven 
years of hard labor prosperity followed 
him. 

He went to St. Louls. There he received 
a commission from the Government as 
captain of a steamboat, and having made 
more money, he went to Murphysboro, IIl. 
At this place he established a store. In 
1869 he went to Baxter Springs, Kan. 

While in Illinois Benoist was closely as- 
sociated with John A. Logan. The General 
made out Mr. Benoist’s marriage license. 
Gen. Logan had his first office in Benolst’s 
store in Murphysboro, Ill. While in Baxter 
Springs Mr. Benoist traded with the Mi- 
ami, Ponca, Ottawa, Wyandotte and Qua- 
pias Indians, always getting along well 
with them. He supplied the railroad then 
building with thousands of «ties and also did 
a large cattle business. 

As the cattle business went west he de- 
cided to go with it, and was on his way 
to New Mexico when, as he passed through 
Kansas City, he was taken ill.

RENNES, Aug. 12.—This has been a tre-

M. Casimir-Perier then recounted how he 
had expressed to the then Premier and 
Minister of War his astonishment and in- 
dignation at the Interview which Capt. Le- 
Brun-Renaud gave the Figaro on the sub- 
ject of Dreyfus. The witness then told of 
Col. Piecquart’s visit to the Elysee at the 
time of the trial in 1894, to inform him that 
M. Bertilion’s demonstrations had little ef- 
fect on the judges. He said: “I received 
M. Bertillon Dec. 14 and 15 at the instance 
of the Minister of War, 
demonstration very curious, Interesting and 
conclusive, but I must confess," said M.

THE STORY OF DREYFUS. 


Summary of Events From the Arrest 
to the Present Trial. 


A brief of the Dreyfus case covering the 
important steps from the day of arrest in 
1894 up to the present time will help the 
newspaper readers to understand the signi- 
ficance of the evidence new being submit- 
ted at the trial in Rennes: 

In September, 1894, a servant brought to 
the Intelligence Department of the French 
War Office the torn fragments of an un- 
signed memorandum—the bordereau. He 
said he had found it In the waste basket of 
Col. De Schwartzkopfen, the German mili- 
tary attache in Paris, but subsequent de- 
velopments indicated that he had stolen it. 
Its contents showed that the writer of it 
was systematicaily selling French military 
secrets, presumably to Germany. The ser- 
vant got the pay he sought, and the De- 
partment ef Intelligence set to work at 
once to discover the traitor.

The or 
Consul to Aden did the Admiral’s mail up 
in a neat package and forwarded it. Then 
he took a camel ride in a sand storm. 

It is a far cry from_Aden to Trieste by 
way of Marseilles. But it was the only 
way to go in order to escape quarantine 
and be at Trieste before the Admiral. 
‘You are ubiquitous.”’ he said, laughing, 
when I saw him at Trieste. 

The plague was not only hard on a 
newspaper correspondent following the Ad- 
miral, but it interfered with the Admiral’s 
slans. He could not go to Alexandria, as 
se had originally expected. The quarantine 
rules of Egypt would no more make an ex- 
ception to him than those of Trieste did of 
Lord Kitchener. The Admiral is not the 
man to ask for especial privileges. It is a 
point with him to follow the rules of a port, 
though he 1s not required to. Vessels might 
coal at Port Said and, provided they had no 
connection with the shore, they would not 
be quarantined at Trieste. The Olympia took 
on coal at Port Said and her officers and 
men went hungry for fresh food because 
she could not have no communication with 
the shore. Only 10 days’ supply had been 
taken on at Colombo, and all that had been 
exhausted except certain things which the 
Admiral’s loyal Chinese cook had put where 
the wardroom cook could not lay hands on 
them. This cook is now as proud as any 
other being on the Olympia. The Admiral 
has gained at least elght, if not 10, pounds

President MaMath of the Board of Public 


Improvements has compiled @ condensed | 
history of propositions to light the city toe 


the information of the recently appointed 
members of the board. It presents ipter- 
esting facts. 

Tne first action of the board was taken 
cn Jan, 17, 189%, when it adopted a draft of 
an ordinance and forwarded it to the Coun- 
cil. This bill was referred to a committee. 
it was never reported upon. 

At the next session of the Municipal As- 


sembly the same ordinance was again for- 
warded to the Municipal Assembly, This 
bill authorized the Board of Putiic Im- 


advertise for proposals to 
ight with electricty that part of the city 
north of Keckuk street for the term of 3v 
years, This bill was amended in the Coun- 
cil, notwithstancing the charter provision 
which requires that bills originating with 
the Board of Pwbilic Improvements must be 
pacces or rejected as they come from the 
board. One amendment was to reduce the 
term from “‘thirty’’ years to “twenty” 
years. TYhis bil, after. amenagment, was 
massed and was signed by the Mayor Sept. 

, 1896, and was known as ordinance 15,61. 

The board prepared the fori of advér- 
tisement for a mixed system of arc and 
incandescent electric lamps. Letting was 
held on April 9, but no bids were received. 

The electric lighting companies, interests 
gave as reason for failure to bid that the 
conditions were too severe and that the 
contractor was not released from payment 
of 5 per cent on gross receipts. 

The Laclede Gas Light Company, on that 
date, submitted a communication to the ef- 
fect that it was ready to make a proposi- 
tion to light the city with gaa. 

The board deemed it for the interests of 
the city of St. Louis that an attempt should 
be made to procure a competition between 
gas and electrical interests. It, there- 
fore, sent to the Municipal Assembly a Dill 
providing for the lighting of-the streets, 
alleys and public places by electricity or 

as and to advertise for proposals as fol- 
ows: 

A. For lighting streets, alleys and public 
places with electricity for the term of “~ 
years, beginning Jan. 1, 1900. 

B. For lighting streets, alleys and public 
Places with gas for the term of 20 years. 

©. For building and leasing to the city 
of St. Louis for a term of W years, begin- 
ning Jan. 1, 1900, two electrio light plants 
with the necessary distribution systems. 

Db. For building and leasing to the city 
of St. Louis for a term of 50 years, begin- 
ning Jan. 1, 4900, two gas plants with the 
necessary distribution systems. 

While this bill was under cons'deration 
City Counsellor Schnurmacher advised that 
the Municipal Assembly has no power to 
amend the ordinance but that it must either 
adopt or reject it. 

The Council on June 15, 1897, adopted a 
resolution that the Board of Public Im- 
provements be requested to embody in an 
ordinance, providing for bids on ten-year 
and twenty-year contracts for both electria 
lighting and gas lighting, for granting the 
privilege of furnishing gas and electricity 
to private — for light, heat and power 
purposes, des.gnating underground terri- 
tory, limiting the deposit to $10,000 and the 
bond to $100,000. 

The resolution did not mention buildings, 

At a conference ‘between the Committee 
on Public Improvements of the Council and 
the Committee on Water Works and City 
Lighting of the Board, at which conference 
several other members of the Council were 
present, it was concluded after discussion 
that it was to the interest of the city not 
to associate lighting of buildings with 
lighting of streets. 

In response to this resolution the Board 
on June 17 forwarded the draft of an or- 


yroveme:ts tu 


dinance which was passed and became 
known as Ordinance 19,09. It provided that 
bids be taken for Hghting the city with 


gas or electricity for terms of five, ten, fif- 
teen and twenty years, respectively, the 
contractor in all cases to have the nght to 
furnish gas or electricity to private parties 
for light, heat or power purposes free of 
payment to the city or five per cent or any 
Other proportion of the gross receipts,

On Feb. 2, 1899, the board forwarded an- 
other draft of ordinance. This bill differed 
from its predecessor in that section 1 gave 
a general and continuing authority to light 
streets, avenues, sidqwalks, alleys, eto., 
which are designated by ordinance. 

Section 4 provided that all contracts for 

doing the lighting should be for a term of 
five years. The bill was filed March 10, 
1899. 
On March 17, 1899, the Board of Public Im- 
provements submitted a draft. This bill 
differed from its predecessor only in a elight 
modification of terms. This bill was filed 
by the Council, 

The last bill introduced provided for elec- 
tricity and acetaline gas. It has been 
shelved for two months by the Assembly 
taking a recess. 

In conclusion, President MdMath says: 

‘‘The chief point upon which the Board 
has been unable to meet the expressed views 
of the Council is that of a provision that 
all contracts must be approved by ordi- 
nance. The record ra es the inference 
that the absence of this provision tn all or- 
dinances submitted since November, 1597, 
is the reason why bills submitted by the 
Board have been rejected.

The absence from the city of a majority

Even in the county enthusiasm is gen- 
eral. Judge Wolff reported resterday that 
g00d progress was bein made and the lisis 
were being gathered in rapidly. He ea- 
pects to be able to turn over within a few 
cays ons of the heaviest lists, numerically 
speaking, that has yet been returned. 
Secretary Cox made a special effort yes- 
terday to secure the partial lists of the re- 
tail grocers and retail druggists, the signa- 
tures On these bianks running weil into 
the thousands. The chairmen of the com- 
mittees, however, insisted on retaining 
them, with a view to securing actual signa- 
tures for a few large subscript.ons in tnis 
line from men who have made very definite 
promises on the subject. 

Both Chairman Francis and Vice-Chalr- 
man Kennard of the Executive Committee, 
have been much encouraged by the attitude 
of some of the early suvscribers who are 
willing to increase their investments as¢« 
needed. In one large retail line an increase 
of 1W0 per cent in all the largest subscrip- 
tions is probable.

His report and 
those of the 24 other scientists who ac- 
compunied Mr. Harriman and his family, 
will make a very full record of scientific 
exploration of the coast of Alaska from 
the southern boundary to the end of the 
Aleutian Peninsula, 

The party left New York on May 23 and 
two full months of tthe intervening time 
were given to purely scientific exploration 
and study of the country. 

“We were singularly fortunate,” said Prof. 
Trelease, ‘‘in having perfect weather dur- 
ing the entire time. Aside from the value 
of the expedition from a scientific point of 
view, as a pleasure trip it was delightful. 
Mr. Harriman cared for us only as a ra.lway 
magnate can do. The only piece of bad 
luck we encountered was in finding Mount 
Rainier enveloped in mist. But our good 
fortune in finding Mt. St. Elias Yree from 
clouds more than made up for the loss of 
Rainier. We had a Magnificent view of 
St. Bilas and the beautiful peaks that 
surround it. The view at even a distance 
of 14 miles was perfect. 

“It was not intended that our expedition 
should explore the interior of Alaska. We 
intended to confine ourselves to the land 
between the sea and the first range of 
mountaing which lie inland about 16 miles. 
The interior is very much like British 
Columbia, and therefore affords little field 
for scientific research. The longest trip 
inland we took was to the summit of White 
Pass. There we saw the road’ lined with 
the bleached bones of countless horses and 
muies that had succumbed to the hard- 
ships. We saw no human bones, but we ail 
Knew that many a poor feiiow had given 
up his life in the poraass of riches,

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 12.—All inquiries 
for Hiram Hedges at his home are an- 
Swered by a woman in a faded blue dress 
and a torn apron, under whose folds she 
endeavors to hide a corncobd pipe. 

“Gone for 24 days.” savs she, which in- 
dicates that her husband, Hiram Hedges, 
has been sentenced to the workhouse for 
the period. The cuplprit is. the eldest son 
of Monroe Hedges, one of the early set- 
tlers of Indianapolis. 

The son was fined in the Police Court 
recently for drunkenness .and the evidence 
showed that his venerable father had hit 
him over the head with a cane for mis- 
treating his wife. 


The son is 72 years old, and h's father, 
Monroe Hedges, assured the Post-Dispatch 
representative to-day that he was 108 years 
old. Yet he ts far from being a confirmed 
invalid, though his memory is treacherous. 
He is little the worse for his hundred years 
or more. 

“I was born in Southern Indiana,”’ said 
he, “probably in what is now Knox County. 
The settlers around us were for the most 
part French. My people, if any_are yet 
aiive, live along the Ohio, in Northern 
Kentucky. There I met my wife and mar- 
ried her. When her father and mother 
decided to move to the White River country 
we came too 

“We camped first In a tent, afterward 
in one of the largest cabins. I drove the 
first spike in the Mad:son Railroad. It 
was laid with wooden rails, and I estab- 
lished the first wagon shop in the city 
and was famous for my work.” 

Monroe Hedges has used tobacco all his 
life .and is proud of it. “I drink, too,’’ 
he said, “when I can get Ift,’’ and he cast 
a shrewd look at his interviewer. 

“Seventy years ago I did some traveling 
with a show. Asan acrobat it was hard to 
find my equal. I can remember how I 
couid kick a hat from a man’s head, turn- 
ing handeprings and somersaults and tum- 
ble according to the fashion of those days.,”’ 

“You seem to be pretty spry yet.’ 

“Yes,"’ said the old man slyly. ‘‘Hiram, 
my eldest son, inherits some of h‘s father’s 
tricks. When he came home the other day 
"he worse for liquor and began abusing his 
wife I interfered, and the result was that 
Hiram’s scalp had to be stitched together.” 
The little blue eyes twinkled with merri- 
ment. ‘‘My boy’ll have to behave himself 
as long as he stays around here.”

HUNTING DIAMONDS 


WISCONSIN PROFESSOR LOOKING 
FOR MINES OF GEMS. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 12.—Hunting 
for diamond fields on the American contil- 
nent is the quest of Prof. Hobbs of the 
State University. 

From time to time diamonds have been 
found in Waukesha County and the neigh- 
boring parts of Wisconsin. Sapphires have 
been found there in much greater numbers 
than the diamonds. 

At times the faculty of the State Univer- 
sity and gem experts from elsewhere have 
investigated these diamond fields, with the 
result that they were pronounced not to be 
d.amond fields at all, as the region has ab- 
solutely none of the geological character- 
istics of diamond-bearing country. So the 
dreams of diamond mines vanished. The 
stray diamonds were strays, that was all, 
and how they happened to be there none 
thought to conjecture until Dr. W. H. 
Hobbs, professor of mineralogy in the State 
University, began to investigate the matter, 

There were diamonds there, they didn’t 
belong to that region. How did they get 
there? Perhaps dropped there by the ab- 
origines, though that was hardly a plausicie 
theory. When gold is found in the bed 
of rivers, the miners know that it has 
heen washed down from somewhere. They 
follow the traces of the gold and look for 
the mother lode and thus many rich m.nes 
have been discovered. But one could hardly 
expect to find a trail of diamonds lead.n 
to the mother pans. However, the gol 
hunter’s method furnished a _ suggestion. 
Where did the bowlders and glacial debris 
of the Kettle range of hills in Southern 
W sconsin come from? They didn't belong 
to the underlying local geolog.cal forma- 
tions any more than the diamonds. 

Then what more natural conclusion than 
that the great ice cap which brought down 
the boulders, p'tshed up the Kettle range as 
a terminal moraine and aug the myriads of 
lakes, aiso brought down the diamonds. So 
as these bowlders had a home somewhere 
in the far and frozen North, so had the 
dtamonds. Bowlders and diamonds came to- 
gether from British America, from the 
shores of Hudson's Bav, from Labrador, 
from the Mackenzie. Labrador is the orig- 
inal home of the diamonds, in Dr. Hobbs 
opinion, and he is on his way thither. He 
will follow the path of the glacier and it is 
taking him in that direction ai present. It is 
easy to follow the direction taken by the 
ice cap. But whether the ice cap did not 
erase all the external manfiestations, the 
voleanic crumplings of the ciamond pans, 
when it was picking up diamonds and bowl- 
ders, remains to be seen. 

It is possible that a diamond field may De 
found nearer than Labrador. Indeed, a ge- 
alogist of Wausau, Mr. TJ. W. Clark, has 
risen to say that the diamond fieid is in 
Northern Wisconsin or Michigan. He says’ 
“Don’t Labrador me. The man who talKs 
Labrador talks through his hat. Well-in- 
formed men estimate that the upper penin- 
sula of Michigan contains more carbon than 
the State of Pennsylvania, and no part o 
the world had more heat and pressure ap- 
plied to its rock than upper Michigan, We 
see here all the conditicns required for a 
great natural diamond factory, while the 
stray diamonds picked out of the glaciai 
crift in Southern Wisconsin prove that the 
great naiural diamond factory of upper 
Michigan has been successfully operated at 
some former time.’’

43 years, is one of the curiosities that Butte 
boasts of. The man—J. M. Price, a fairly 
well-educated miner—is at the present time 
engaged in the curious pastime of skinning 
himseif. The method that he adopts is to 
first skin his hands and face and then 
strip it in an immense sheet from his body. 

The process of skinning his hands and 
face was completed this week, and the 
cuticle came from the face like a mask. 
The skin from the hands resembles a Pair 


of gloves and was exhibited on the streets. 
The toughness is something remarkable, 
and two men tried with might and main to 
tear it. They were not successful, although 
the skin is not thicker than the leather of 
a man’s street glove. Price talks freely 
about the matter, although he is rather 
tender about any publication in the news- 
papers. Many physicians have examined 
him during the period of the skinning, but 
not one has been able to solve the problem, 
In speaking of the matter yesterday Mr. 
Price said: 

“My mother told me that she first no- 
ticed the trouble when I was 6 months old, 
and regularly every year since then I have 
shed my skin. It is a phenomenon that no 
physician has yet satisfactorily explained, 
although hundreds have made examinations 
and investigations. The fact is that I shed 
my skin, and that is all there is to it. Reg- 
ularly on the &4th day of July of each year 
I feel the premonitory symptoms, and on 
very few occasions has it missed the 24th 
of that month. The first thing I feel is 
nausea, and then I know that I am in 
for it. The skin becomes perfectly dead and 
the perspiration that should come through 
forms blisters under it and the whole thing 
becomes loose. I generally cut a circle 
around my wrists and with the aid of a 
lead pencil strip it off whole for the pur- 
pose of preserving it in the shaps of a 
giove. I take it off from my face in the 
same manner, but am compelled to remove 
it from my hair like dandruff. I took a 
long walk this morning for the purpose of 
setting up a perspiration, and as you see 
my whole body is blistered. I will strip it 
off to-day or to-morrow. It comes off in 
great strips as you can see by this photo- 
graph, which was tagen last year. There 
is no particular pain accompanying the 
operation, although the new skin is very 
soft and tender during the first week or 
ten days. I have to lay off for about two 
weeks each year to attend to it. My chil- 
dren do not inherit the disease from me. 
Several years ago I was in San Francisco 
when I shed my skin and the doctors there 

reserved it in its entirety and then stuffed 

t. Iam a miner, but my work in the mines 
does not affect my condition in any way 
that I can see. My general health is good, 
— if I do have skin to throw at the 

rds.’”’ 


THE MIND CAN NOT GRASP IT 


A Kansas Man Makes Plain the Im- 
mensity of the Corn Crop of 
That State. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 12.—It is said there 
are 360,000,000 bushels of corn in Kansas this 
season. This number is beyond the grasp 
of any mind. 


In order that {it may be comprehended 
we will reduce the number of bushels to 
carloads of 400 bushels to each car. 

To move this crop would take 22,500 trains 
of cars, giving 40 cars to the train. Were 
each car 40 feet long, each tra‘n would 
equal 1600 feet in length without locomotive 
and caboose, then multiplyin the 22,500 
trains by 1600 feet, the length of anak train, 
we have 360,000,000 feet. Dividing that num- 
ber by th® number of feet per mile, to-wit, 
0280, it makes 6818 miles, twice the distance 
from New York to London. Viewing this 
one crop alone of one State, who can now 
make sport of the Wild and wooley West. 
When you take into consideration the 
States of Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri 
aud ihe territory of Oklahoma, we are st ll 
more appalied at the corn crop for 1899. It 
is enough to feed all the armies of the 
world for a longer-time than it took the 
Greeks to take Troy. If some bright per- 
sun uesires to carry the calculation a little 
further, let him say how many cattle this 
stock of corn will feed, g.ving each head 
half a bushel per day, and then tel! us 
what those cattle will be worth averaging 
1200 pounds on foot at 3% cents per pound.

Batchelor 
dove under him and when he came up had 
the man on his back and was holding him 
with one hand. With the other he began to 
work his way shoreward. Every stroke was 
cheered by the crowd on shore. Five min- 
utes and Batchelor had reached a point’ 
where he could touch bottom. ~* 

Then began a struggle to keep the man 
from being killed by be:ng dashed against 
the lake bottom when a big wave would 
Strike and crush them down. ‘Three min- 
utes of hard fighting and Batchelor reached 


the stone sea wall, where willing hands as-- 


sisted him to draw the almost drowned man 

to shore. When both were safely landed a 
cheer went up from 4000 throats that echoed 
and re-echoed far back into the park.

“A certain number of arrests were made 
this morning as the result of a magisterial 
inquiry and by virtue of article 89 of the 
penal code regarding a conspiracy organ- 
ized for the purpose of accomplishing a 
change in the form of government, The 
persons implicated belong to the groups 
of the royalist youth and the patriotic and 
anti-Semitic leagues. At the trial of the 
Neuflly Barracks affair facts relating to 
that incident alone were used.as the. basis 
of the prosecution, but search was made 
and dotuments were seized which led to 
the discovery of an organization dating 
back to July, 1898, and of a plot to seize 
the Government by force. The documents 
leave no room for doubt either in regard 
to the existence of the plot or as to the 
chief actors therein. Aftér very close 
watch, organized proof was obtained that 
the same groups were preparing for a 
fresh attempt at an early date, the proof 
be'ng such as to enable the disturbances to 
be averted by immediate measures. The 
investigation of the affair is intrusted to 
M. Fabre, examining magistrate.” 


When an attempt was made to arrest M.

CAPT. DREYFUS’ COUNTERPART. 


France Had Another Case That Was 
Identical. 

LONDON, Aug. 12.—Few of those who 
read of Dreyfus know that his care is but 
& replica of another tragic episode which 
convulsed France 120 years ago. 

The unfolding of tht forgotten story and 
the drawing of the paralied is the object 
of ihe present monograph. sy the singuiar 
and. assisting couriesy of Mr. G. K. For- 
tescue, the keeper of the printed books at 
the British Museum, the writer has been 
enabled to consult the works of Micheiet, 
Le Bas Briez,M, le Marechal, Duc de Lausun, 
Giguet, Lacretelle, Mouchet, Robert et 
Cougny, Droz, Mazers de Latude, Hascoul, 
Sepet, etc., and to compile the following 
compiete and unique history of Capt. An- 
tione Dubois de Bellegarde, the foré¢runner 
of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus. 

To accomplish this has been a matter of 
extraordinary difficulty for varied reasons, 
chief among which ia the fact that biogra- 
phers appear to have been afraid of saying 
all they knew about this Capt. de Belle- 
Srace. One historian records one portion 
of the tragedy, another another portion, 
but none has dared to write the whole of 
his romantic story. 

Antoine Dubois de Bellegarde was a pal- 
adin of that Du Guesoilin type which France 
aione produces, 

From a brief sold'erly autobiography, 

ublished at l'Imprimerie Lemaire, we 
earn that he was born at Angouleme on 
March 1, 1740. Little is said of his parent- 
age or of his early education, but on Feb. 
2, 17%, he entered the Royal Bodyguard, 
being then oniy in his fifteenth year. ‘The 
flery spirit of this boy seems to have grown 
dissatisfied with merely ornamental mili- 
tarism as his body grew in manliness. He 
burned for fame, for war's alarms, and 
longed to flash his maiden sword upon the 
tented field in the service of his country; 
and on his eighteenth birthday, in March, 
1758, he obtained leave to join the regular 
army, with which he made the campaigns 
of 1759 to 1762. 

He was attached to the regiment of 
Wurenser, with the rank of cornet of hus- 
Sars; and he crowned four years of active 
service by a signal proof of courage in the 
affair of Roupterot, where, with a troop 
of barely & men, he sustained the attack 
of 400 of the enemy during three hours 
until re-enforcements reached him, receiv- 
ing in the battle no fewer than 17 saber cuts 
and three gunshot wounds. For this bril- 
liant exploit he gained the supreme hon- 
or of the Knighthood of the Grand Cross 
of St. Louls from his sovereign, the favor 
of his chiefs, the admiration of his equals 
amd the devotton of his trocp, who vowed to 
follow the daring youth to devildom if he 
shuld piease to give them the route. 

No sooner were his wounds skinned over 
but he ‘pressed to the front again. - 

A few years later M. de Sartine, Minister 
of Marine, recommended him for promotion 
to the Min‘ster of War, who accordingly 
wrote him the following letter: 


Versailles, Sept. 1, 1778. 

On account of the report which I have 
received, sir, concerning the fashion of your 
comportment in war and concerning the 
per wounds which you have sustained, J 
ave accorded to you the commission of 
iptain of a corps of Nght infantry. It 
gives me pleasure to tell you this; and 
am, M. le Capitaine, your very humble an 
very obedient servant, Monteynard, Minis- 
ter of War. To M. le Capitaine Antoine 
Dubois de Bellegarde, formerly Cornet of 
the Hussars de Wurenser. 

A copy of this was also sent to M. de 
Sartine, that De Beilegarde’s patron might 
know his recommendation to have been suc- 
coneks The commission bears date Aug. 

’ (io, 

Having attained the same rank as that 
of Capt. Alfred Dreyfus, De Bellegarde 
found that his position of authority on the 
General Staff added to his reaponsfbilities— 
responsibilities which he could not and did 
not shirk. He was a fighter, but now he 
had also to look after the state depart- 
ment, which had ciarge of the army, and 
his soul revolted at the nefarious and cor- 
rupt administration tin the thick of which 
he was. 

Capt. de Bellegarde was an honest man 
and he did his superiors of the General 
Staff the injustice of thinking them to be 
as honest as himself. Gen. d’Aiguillon had 
replaced Monteynard as the Minister of 
War, and was in turn teplaced by Louis 
Nicholas Victor de Felx, Comte de Muy and 
Marshal of France. 

This stern, stolid old martinet was related 
to oe eye contractor, just as Du Paty 
de am !s related avai 
Minister of War. 0 CSG ae 

When De Bellegarde denounced the swin- 
dler to him he refused to lsten, Capt. De 
Gellegarde persisted, and his persistency 
annoyed the Minister. Tho Marshal, Count 
ce Muy, found the Captain very intonve- 
nient. le would not take a hint. He 
scorned a bribe. We said so very loudly. 
There was n> dealing with such a man. 
All the officials of that period had their 
price; but De Bellegarda held his honor 
righer than the finest of fine gold. He 
would not hold his tongue. Therefore, saiZ 
the Marshal Count du Muy and the’ Mim 
istry of War, he must be silenced. 

Now, there was a certain Gen. St. Auban 
‘‘a seasoned scrivener bred tn: office low.” 
the Walsin-Esterhazy, the Henry, the Du 
Patty de Clam of his time. He wag clever 
with a pen, facile in imagination, and at 
e forged some 
papers which were to prove Capt. de Belle- 

arde a traitor. Observe the coincidence. 
There was a traitor on the general staff. 
De Bellegarde was unpopuar, and evidence 
was forced to fix the crime on him. Is 
not that the way in which the Dreyfus 
game was played? A lettre de cachet con- 
signed Capt. de. Pellegarde to a secret cell 
in the Bastile. A packed court-martial 
read the forgeries of Gen. St. Auban, found 
De Bellegarde guilty of selling state se- 
crets to England, Prussia and Austria, and 
sentenced him to degradation from hig 
rank, to be drummed out of the army and 
to the hideous tortures of the galleys of 
Toulon for the term of his natural life. 80 
he disappeared. 

For four frightful yeare the hapless wife 
strove in vain for justice. For four fright- 
ful years Capt. de Beliegarde agonized in 
the galleys at Toulon. hen the frivolous 
Prince de Montbarey died, and Louis An- 
toine de Gentant, colonel of the French 
Guards, Duke de Biron and Marshal of 
France, in 1778, succeeded to the Ministry 
of War. He was the Cob Picquart and the 
Court of Cassation of his age. He was a 
Daniel come to judgment. 

A new trial was granted and De Relle- 
garde was set free. He was relnetated in 
the army, but cherished a bitter grudge 
against his indifferent King and Queen. 
His wife’s name was tLucle—Lucie de 
Rellegarde and Lucie Dreyfus! Curious co-

husband, suffering for righteousness’ sake 
in the obscure torment of Touwlon, Mme. 
Lucie de Bellegarde labored with indomit-

ALLINOIS TERMINAL’S CONSTRUC- 
TION CHECKED. 


Zand Owners in ths American Bottom 
Object to a Road Being Built to 
Connect Edwardsville With 
Alton. 


The construction of the Illinois Terminal 
Rallroad tn Madison County, If, came to a 
eudden halt yesterday afternoon, and work 
Was suspended, 

A number of resolute Madison County 
farmers armed with shotguns caused the 
cessation of work. 

The lilinols Terminal is a road to connect 
Alton with Ldwardsville, the county seat 
Its promoters are also interested in the 
Illinois Giass Co., operating the glass 
works at Alton, and the road is intended to 
tap tho mines at the county seat, as well 


as to furnish passenger facilities. It is to 
be 14 miles in length and work was begun 
some three weeks aZo. 

The line passes through some of the rich- 


est farming land in the American bottom 

and the farmers have from the beginning 

expressed themselves opposed to having 
ir farms cut up by the roaa. 

l manner of obstacies have been thrown 
ih the way of its construction, but the 
company has carried all cases into the 
courts and won in every instance, 

When the surveyors mapped out the route 
and placed ine property line poles they 
were promptly torn up by the farmers and 
piled in heaps, to show their disapproval 
of the prececdine. 

‘They have now come to something strong- 
er. he road nas reached nearly to Wanda 
on its way east from Edwardsville Cross- 


This afternoon one of the crew, who was 
eomewthat in advance of the remainder, 
went back and reported to the superintend- 
ent, John Whalen, that there was some 
kind of trouble ahead. 

Whalen went foiward and was confront- 
ed with the muzzle of a shotgun. The 
muzzies of other gins protruded from a 
Tail fence. Whalen was gruffiy halted. A 
farmer rose from tire intreirched sition

The construction force, consisting of 
about 7 men, was collected, put on the 
train and sent to togn. 

The farmers say that the road can never 
cross their farms while they possess shot- 


guns.

THREW HIMSELF. 


HE {S REPORTED 


Was a Malaria Patient and Not Con- 
fined, So No Trace of His Move- 
ments Was Known. 


John Kennedy, aged 48 yeara, fell or threw 
himself from a third story window at the 


City Hospital last night and was mortally 
injured. 


When found he was near the west wall 
of the bullding, bleeding and unconscious. 
ie had dropped a distance of & feet. 

Kennedy was a patient in division 12, 
under treatment for malaria. He wae re- 
ceived at the h ital Aug. rom 
Commercial] atreetl” _ ; ".* adel 
‘During the night all the hospital wards 
are darkened. A dim light was burning 
in No. 12, though all the patients were 
apeep. The nurse and the doctor attend- 
ing the division were stationed in the hall- 
way. It is believed that Kennedy, who 
was delirious, got up for ae drink and 
stumbled out the window. The sills are not 
more than two feet high. There are no 
screens on the window. 

It was shortly after 9 o’clock when the 


nurse missed Kennedy. She thought prob- 
ably he had gone to another apartment 
and waited for him to return, 

A few of the hospital attaches were in 
the reception room on the basement floor 
when they heard a noise outside. It was 
Kennedy’s body striking the ground. He 
was picked up and carried to the operat- 
ing room, where Assistant Superintendent 
“7 me with Drs. Babler and Kane attended 

m. 


Dr. Amyx etated to the Post-Dispatch 
that Kennedy had sustained a compound 
— of the skull and severe internal in- 
uries. 

“I do not think he can live more than a 
few hours,”’ added the doctor. “I am con- 
fident it was an accident. Kennedy was 
in a very serious condition when he came 
here. He had free access, as have all the 
malaria patients, to the corridors, and wag 
allowed to go about at will. Because of 
the heat we are obliged to leave the win- 
dows open.” 


GOV. STEPHENS INSULTED. 
Tenor of a Jefferson City Dispatch Re- 
garding Certain Action Here. 

A special Gispatch to the Post-Dispatch 
last night says that Gov. Lon V. Stephens 
is deeply insulted at:the action of the Re- 
publican Central Committee of St. Louis 
in sending its secretary, Recorder of Deeds 
William H. Hann, to Jefferson City, wih 
the suggestion of three names from which 
the committee demends that he select the 
Republican member of the Election Board. 
First among the three uames is that. of 
Julius Wurzburger. The other two are 
Henry Droste and George H. Martin. 

The amusing feature of the demand is 
that the committee bases its claim to the 


right to make suggestions upon a law 
Which has no bearing whatsoever upon St. 
Louis. He is asked to appoint one of the 
three men under the election law for Kan- 
sas Oy, passed at the last session of tho 
Legislature. The very apparent object of 
the demand is to express the committee’s 
contempt for the St, Louis election law, and 
their belief that it is unconstitutional by 
ignoring its existence and asking that ap- 
pospumeete be made under the Kansas City 
aw, which, if the St. Louis law were un- 
CORPUCEtsOnAK, would apply also to this 
city. 
This letter is really a covert way of serv- 
ing notice upon the Governor and the Dem- 
ocrats of St. Louis that the Republicans 
intend to contest the enforcement of the 
St. Louis election bill, which they claim 
was illegally passed by the Legislature.

Once Before, as Well as Then, His 
Wife Was Called Upon to Identi- 
fy Hie Corpse, When He 
Spoke to Her. 


Twice has Gustave Floum of 1315 Biddle 
street been counted among the dead. In 
each instance the coincident olrcumstances 
have been remarkable. 

Mrs. Flour! says she is tired of premature 
wakes out of respect for Gus, and she hopes 
the authorities will think a second time be- 
fore again notifying her that her husband 
is no longer in the land of the living. 

A few days ago a policeman rung the bell 
at Mrs. Flouri’'s house. When the door 
was opened he lifted his helmet most im- 
pressively and, drawing a notebook from 
his pocket, aske@ if Mra. Flouri lived 
there. 

“I'm the person,’ responded the woman. 
“Well,”” said the patrolman, “you are 
wanted at the morgue.”’ 

Mrs. Flourl was overcome with excite- 
ment. 

‘At the morgue?’ gehe repeated. 
goodness! What has happened?’

“When I was peepereng to leave, who 
should walk in upon us but the one we 


supposed was dead. Really, I could not be- 
lieve my eyes. Gus’s appearance dazed me. 
For ten minutes I knew not what was go- 
ing on. 

‘When I came to, he was fanning me. 
I don’t know how I came to make such a 
dreadful mistake.

THIS DOES NOT WORRY HIM. 


His Letter to the Bishop, Criticising 
His Conduct sf the St. Patrick 
Row Causing Trouble 


Eieclesiastical censure {is said to be in 
store for the Rev. Father F. M Kilelty, 
pastor of Holy Angels’ Church, as a result 
of his public criticism of Bishop Janssen’s 
attitude towards the parishioners of St. 
Patrick's Parish, East St. Louis. 

To Vicar-General Muehlsiepen, so a prom- 
nent priest states, has been intrusted the 


duty of calling the Holy Angels’ rector to 
task. 

Such action, however, is not calculated 
to disturb Father Kieity. 

When asked regarding the report yester- 
day he smiled and said: 

“Let them go ahead; the right of free 
speech is one of the precious emblems of 
my religion.

ALREADY MIKE IS A WINNER. 


His Pacific Coast Record Was Great 
and His Work Here Justifies Pre- 
dictions for His Future. 


If Michael Donlin, the great young base- 
Dall player, whom Manager Tebeau of St. 
Louis secured from the Santa Cruz team 
of the California League, ever had any 
fears that he would be unable to hold a 
place in the National League he may ban- 
ish them. His work in the fleld and at the 
bat with the 6t. Louls team on its present 
trip has endeared him to local] admirers 
of the game and convinced his wily mana- 
ger that he is a player of great promise. 
Tebeau no longer looks upon him as an 


experiment, but as a permanent addition to 
his team, 

Donlin has develoved to National League 
form with wonderful rapidity and it Is 
doubtful if any other young player, taken 
from a minor league,.ever made himseif 
more at home in so short a time as he. 
He worked in only four games on the 
home grounds before the team began a 
long tour. din two of them, he stiowed 
fine form, but his work in the others was 
very “yellow’’ and many thought he wou.d 
never make a successfu) infielder. Iie is 
certainly not a great shortstop, and prob- 
ably never will be, because he is too easily 
excited. But he has’ everything that goes 
to make a high-class first baseman and, in 
the few games that he haS played that pori- 
tion, he has been a tower of atrength to 
the team. He ts fleet-footed, has a gooa 
reach in every direction ani can go up in 
the alr after bad balls or pick them up 
from the grourd in a phenomenal way. 
But if his fielding were not of a hizh 
enoueh character to keep him in the game, 
his batting would. He nas been hitting re- 
cently quite as well as Burkett and is get- 
ting from one two three hits every game 
With a little practice, .he will be a eecond 
Lurkett in die bunting art. hie May asi 
be able to lay the ball down as nicely, but 
he wiil make up for that deficiency bv his 
my ene tag Hie will reacn Lirst as often as 
anyooay.

Michael Donlin was born:-in Erie, Pa, 
May 3). 1878. Hie parents <iled when he 
was very young and he went to live with 
an uncle. He tired of school when he was 
12 years old and was apprenticed to a 
machinist under whom he learned the trade. 

@ saw a game of baseball one day and 
liked it. He played a game and liked it 
better still, althou he made a very poor 
showing in it. After that he devoted his 
leisure hours to batting and throwing balls 
and soon became a rst-class amateur. 
Donlin was a\so noted among his friends as 
a fast runner. He was entered in a match 
race one day and ran 10 yards in 10 2-5 
seconds. That settled Donlin’s career so 
far as his trado as a machinist was con- 
cerned. He gave it up immediately and 
started out as a professional foot racer to 
tour the country. He-was successful, win- 
ning many races, and gathering in consid- 
ereble money. But he spent his earnings 
fegeely and, when he reached Las Vegas, 
New Mexico, he was penniiess. 

That was in the summer of 1898. Ios 
Vegas had a winning ball team and the 
town men were supporting it royally. Don- 
lin boldly applied for a job and was em- 
ployed to play center fleld. He made a 
great hit and his terrific batting won many 
games for his team. 

The management of the Albuquerque (N. 
M.) team saw Donlin's work and liked it. 
They made him an offer which he accept- 
ed. He finished the season with them. 
pitching several games and playing center 
field in others. He joined the San Diego 
(Cal) team in 1897 and did phenomenal 
work. The Santa Cruz team of the Cali- 
fornia League made a successful bid for 
him, and he became the star of that or- 
ganization. He pitched one day for them 
and played center field the next, manaeg- 
ing in this way to keep continuously in the 
ame. He was a terror to pitchere and 
atted at .400 from the start. He was one 
of the fastest spriMters in the league and 
mee Dressace added to the zeal of his team- 
ates. 


The present season of the California 
League opened March 2%. Santa Cruz op- 
poses Sacramento on the latter's grounds, 
yonlin pitched for the former and was op- 
posed by the great Hughes of Brooklyn.

A TURF SOUVENTR. 


Shoe Worn by Flora Temple When She 
Broke the Record. 

John R. Rome, who has for several years 
been a visitor at the summer hotel con- 
ducted by Mart Kimble, near Honesdale, 
Pa., last week presented to Mr. Kimble 
a souvenir which would be highly prized 
by many turfmen of this city. The souve- 
nir is one of the shoes taken from Flora 
Temple immediately after her great race 
against her own end the world’s record in 
1859. She was shod for the occasion, and 


immediately after the race the shoes were 
taken of:, as they could not be used on 
ordinary roads. The owner of Flora Temple 
was an intimate friend of Mr. Rome, and 
presented to him cne of the shves, with 
the request that he see how long he could 
keep it in his possession. 

For forty years Mr. Rome has guarded 
the memento with jealous eyes, but last 
week, believing that the shoe would be an 
interesting apibot to others, he presented 
it to Me Kimble. It is a dainty piege of 
workmanship, well befitting the mare out 
whom clings more horse gossip, romance, 
and interest than have been allotted to any 
other of her kind. It is nearly round and 
its diminutive size indicates the dainty for- 
mation of Flora’s foot. It is extremely 
thin, and the nail holes in it can hardly be 
pierced by a Knitting needle. It was glided 
when taken off, and the Deautiful work- 
manship of the blacksmith is plainly ap- 
narent. The hoof side of the eghoe is slight- 
ly rusted, but othervise the shoe ifs as it 
was when the unknown Flora stepped on 
it into fame. 

Tradiuon has it that Flora Temple was of 
humble origin gnd that in her early days 
she was workeé as a truck hurse. She was 
sold for $150 just before her fortunes began 
to mend. Her purchaser fortunately could 
recognize merit no matter how lowly its 
origin. No other horse was for so long a 
time the endigpuies “queen of the iturf.’’ 
At that time ‘2:40 cn the plank road”’ in- 
Cicated the fastest trotting time. Tacony 

ot the record down to 2:2 in 1833 and held 

t there until three years later, when Flora 
Temple lowered it to 2:244%, and that rec- 
erd stood until 1859, when it was decided to 
give Flora an oppcirtunity to beat her own 
record, as no other horse seemed able to do 
it. The event was avaited for with great 
interest rd yp nce yf men, and the resuit, 
lowering the record by four and three-quar- 
ter seconds, was received with profoundest 
surprise. 

The best horsemen of that day expressed 
the belief that the record would never De re- 

eated. Whatever the record now be, Flea 

emple is held in loving memory by d- 
time turfmen, and they will learn with 
pleasure that one of her shoes worn on the 
occasion of her memorable race against her 
own record is still preserved.

One of the Defendants, Through His 
Attorneys, Also Has Something 
to Say. 


—— 


The sensation at the Fair Grounds Satur- 
day afternoon was the verdict of the judges 
in the Cassidy case. 

They ruled both W. lL. Cassidy, the vet- 
eran owner, and Charles Houck, the well- 
known jockey, off the turf. 

The official ruling reads as follows: 

W. L. Cassidy and Charles Houck are this day 
ruled off the turf. 

After carefully weighing the evidence it has 
been determined ee ofr gt perties 

v rious violat the racing u 
whieh “the oe of the St. Louis Fair Association 
ate run. In the matter of the Jimp and Parole D'or 
races of Aug. 1, we find that Cassidy bet $600 on 
Jimp, of which $50 was for Jockey Houck, who 
had the mount on Parole d’Ur, a contending horse 
in the race. 

In the absence of further testimony this would 
be sufficient to rule both parties off. 

Rule 181 of the racing rules says: ‘ 

‘Jockeys will not be allowed to bet, extppt 
horses which they are riding. For any vio 
thie rule the offender will A. ruled off. 

ule 154 of the racing rules eays: 

“If any person oiteets making it known to the 
officials is a part owner or acts as trainer of any 
horse in which a jockey possesses an interest or 
who makes any bet with or on behalf of any 
jockey unless on a horse he is riding or who offers 
or makes (exept through his employer or the 
owner or trainer of the horse ridden) 4 key a 

resent, money or other reward in connection with 

is riding of any race, such person so offending 
shall be ruled off the course.’ 

Further than that we have elicited the fact 
admitted by Houck under oath, that in the Moral- 
ist-Jimp race of July 27, while the horses were on 
their way to the post, Cassidy called Houck who 
was riding Jimp to him, and said: 

‘I'm betting on Moralist. If you find you ere 
beaten help Moralist all you can.’ This might or 
might not bave been an invitation to a boy to 
pull Jimp, Dut it certainly was a request to him to 
take care by rough riding of any se likely to 
beat Moralist in the race. Houck'’s riding tn this 
race brought a sharp reprimand from the Judges, 
as he allowed his horse to fall entirely too far 
out of the race, and come with @ rush when too 
late, Moralist winning. 

In Jimp’e next start, July 29, Cassidy bet $500 on 
Jimp, and gave Houck §50 when he won the race. 

Caseidy, when before the board first, refused to 
admit that he knew Houck was on Parole d'Or, 
claiming that Houck had always ridden Jimp, 
and he Enought he was on him. Later Cassidy ad- 
mitted that he knew Houck was on Parole d'Or. 

Cassidy admits talking to Houck im the pad- 
dock before the race, when he bad on Parole d'Or's 
number and colors, and the boy admits that as he 
left the scales room after the race Cassidy called 
him to account for riding the race out. Houck 
claims that Cassidy bad bet on Jimp before he 
saw him. and that when he (Cassidy), to.d him 
that he had $50 bet on Jimp for him, he laughed 
and walked away. 

Cassidy, on the other hand, under oath, testified 
that Houck sent for him, told him Jimp was a 
certain winner and advised him to bet on him, at 
the same time asking bim to bet $50 for him. 

We find further that ger was allowed to bet 

n Cassidy's credit in the ring. 
r Cassidy "tarntuned us with a Hest of owners and 
trainers for whom he was betting, but the bets 
were placed on horses in which they were inter- 
ested.

he information given to 
Cassidy was a breach of trust on the part of 
some trainers toward thelr employers by a lowing 
Cassidy to forestall them in their betting, that is 
not a matter for the stewards to deal with, al- 
though owners are welcome to the information if 
they wish it. 

We believe it to be for the best interests of the 
turf that Houck and Cassidy be expelled and 
that they be denied entrance to the grounds of 
this association, under rule 190, which says: 

‘The officers or the Executive Committee shall 
have power to suspend or exclude from the stands 
and grounds improper and objectionable char- 
acters and persons who have been ruled off the 
course for corrupt practices on the turf in any 
country so long as the sentence against such 
person or persons remains in force. 

It was claimed that Houck was half owner of 
the horse Jimp. We have carefully investigated 
this and find the claim ts false. Dr. Kinder bought 
the horse from 8. M. Marsh for $700 at the request 
of Houck, who offered to take a half interest 
in the horse. 

When the time came to buy Houck conld not pro- 
duce his part of the money, and Kinder paid for 
the horse and took him. 

Cassidy was invited to appear before the board 
later and defend himself, but refused to appear. 


Cassidy’s Side of It. 


Mr. Cassidy has employed Thomas J. 
Rowe as h's attorney, and it is said will 
enter sult against the Fair Association for 


damages.

require, own and improve such property, real or 
personal, as may necessary or convenient to 
catry out the purposes aforesalid.’’ There is no 
article that authorizes you to foster gambling or 
to become the vendor of gambling rights and 
rivileges. No article of incorporation can be 
ound which authorizes you to become a member 
of any turf congress, or gives you authority to deny 
to any citizen who behaves himself the right to 
visit the Fair Grounds. You are not, by the ar- 
ticles of incorporation, given the right to sell to 

lrooms information concerning how the bettin 
s going on at the Fair Grounds.

NEIGHBORS DON’T BELIEVE 
HEIPERTZ KILLED HIMSELF. 


Suicide Theory Based Solely on the 
Fact That the Dead Man 
Clutched a Knife. 


The belief that Edmund He‘pertz was 
murdered is gaining ground in St. Louis 
County. The theory of suicide has been 
a.most abandoned. Coroner William R. 
Rouse returned to Ciayton Saturday after- 
noon from Melrose, Heipertz’ home, where 
he went to investigate the tragedy. 

Heipertz, who owned considerable prop- 
eriy .n »ieramec townsh.p, was found dead 
in a cornfield Thursday afternoon with his 
tnroat cut. The gash was so long and decp 
as to almost sever his head from his body. 
Coroner Rouse was notified and he went 
to Meirose Saturday to make an investiga- 
tion. 

In the dead man’s hand was a knife. 
which woud indicate that he took his own 
life, but to contrad.ct this it is argued that 
no man couid with his own hand inflict such 
a wound as that which kilied Heipertz. It 
is belleved that the wound was rot inflicted 
with one stroke of the knife. It was a rag- 
ged, crooked wound, ind.cat.ng that s@vcrai 
etitorts had been made. It was a.so learned 


that the man’s home life was one of en- 
Viable nappiness. He was in good circum- 
Stances and had an interesting family—a 
wife and several children. The w.fe -s 


prostrated with grief and will not entertain 
thought that her husband k:lied him- 
self.

She was very 
uneasy Wednesday as night came on and 
her husband did not come home. This was 
the first time that he had remained away 
and his wife notified the neighbors and a 
search was at once instituted. Late Thurs-

day afternoon the body of Heipertz was 
discovered in the cornfield. No note was 
left und there was nothing on his person 


to indicate suicide. 

Heipertz was 4 years of age. He wasa 
German and had lived tn St. Louls County 
ever since he was grown and was well and 
favorably known to all the old-time farm- 
ers. He was never known to be intoxicated. 
He was of 2 happy disposition and took 
great pride in his wife and children. 

Heipertz recently had a bus ness transac- 
tion by which it is thought that he might 
have engendered the animosity of certain 
persons. It is believed that the murderers, 
after cutting his throat, placed the knife 
‘n his hand and clasped his fingers about 
the weapon to indicate self-murder.

CHARGE ON WHICH “ST. PAUL 
TIP” WAS ARRESTED. 


HIS NAME IS W. C. THORNTON. 


After Robing a Grocery Store, He and 
His Companions Ran and Shot When 
Intercepted by Policemen. 


‘St. Paul Tip,” who was wanted for kill- 
ing Nicholas Hunt on the nght of Nov. 
15, was arrested yesterday afternoon in 
Bridgeport, Conn., by a Pinkerton detective. 
A St. Louis officer will start East for the 
prisoner aS soon as requisition papers can 
be secured. 

The arrested man’s name is W. C. Thorn- 
ton. Besides “St. -Paul Tip,” he has @ 
dozen alases, among them “Connors,’ 
‘*‘razer’’ and “‘Knight.”” It is believed that 
his conviction its certa.n. 

Ofticer Hunt was shot while pursuing 
Thornton and two accompiices, Charies 
Sheldon and Harry Stetson, who were i{iee- 
ing after a daring robbery in the grocery 
store of Peter hiesbel at Scott and Jeffeison 
avenues. Sheldon and Stetson were capt- 
ured and sent to the State Reform Scnoo, 
at Boonville. Both deciared that Thornton 
was the only one of the trio who fired at 
the polfceman. 

Thornion escaped. About one year after 
the murder it was thought he had been 
found in a little town in Arkansas. LDe- 
tectives Ed Smith and Jack Williams went 
after the suspect. They found that ne was 
not the man wanted. No authentic informa- 
tion concerning Thornton was receved in 
St. Louis since then until Chief Camy,~pbeil 
received a dispatch yesterday from Robert 
A. P.nkerton in New York stating that one 
of h.s men had arrested Thornton at Bridge- 
port. 

Officer Hunt was shot early in the evenng 
of Nov. 15, 1897. About 8 o’ciock throe 
masked men entered Helbel’s combination 
grocery store and saloon. Helbel, his wife 
and a son 16 years o.d were In the saloon. 
Each of the robbers drew his revolver and 
the trio dashed into the saloon through 
the street door. 

One of them compelled the Hefbels to 
stand in a row against the wall. Another 
stood guard at the door. The third robber 
climbed over the counter and took what 
there was in the cash drawer, about $9. 
While the robbery was being committed a 
customer entered the _ saloon. He was 
robbed of $5.25. The robbers searched Hel- 
bel and secured $20 and a silver watch. 

The robbers left the saloon together and 
ran south on Jefferson avenue. Heibel pur- 
sued them and fired a revolver at them. 
Officer Delaney joined in the chase, which 
led to Twenty-second street into the rail- 
road yards. Officer Hunt intercepted Shel- 
don and turned him over to Officer De- 
laney. 

Hunt then continued after the two other 
fugitives. They fired at him and he at 
them. The officer was shot in the abdo- 
men and compelled to give up the chase. 
He died before the dawn of the next day.

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On the night of July 31 Governor Candler 
issued an appeal to the pepple_ of his state, 
begging them to help him stamp out mob 
law, “by upholding the courts, and by the 
force of virile public sentiment, bringing 
speedy justice to all criminals.” 

Three days later the Govérnor set the 
people of Georgia a living example of how 
@ mob may be thwarted by a mian of deter- 
mination. 

At 4 o'clock tn the morning he took a train 
for Newnan, sixty miles south of Atlanta, 
and arrived there an hour after daybreak. 
He hastened to 
where the Newnan Guards, a military com- 
pany, and Sheriff Brown were holding at 
bay a mob bent upon taking the life of John 
Mullens, a negro, accused of attempting to 
assault a Mrs. Cook near Senolaga, in the 
game county, the day before. 

The Governor strode fearlessly up to the 
scene, made his way to the jail, supplanted 
the Captain of the Newnan Guards, took 
command of the company and ordered them 
to prepare for action. He addressed the 
mob in a few words, revealed his identity 
and commanded them to disperse at peril 
of their lives. Sullenly the crowd departed. 
The Governor instructed the Sheriff to take 
his prisoner to Atlanta and remained on the 
ground until train time. In a few hours he 
was back In his office at the State capital 

_and the thankful negro was safe in the 
Fulton County jail. 

These drastic measures of their executive 
madé a profound Impression upon the peo- 
ple of Georgia—even greater than his public 
appeal, which follows: 

The purity of the fair mothers and dangh- 
ters of Georgia must and ehall be pre- 
péfved. and at the same time the lives and’ 
liberties of all of the law-abiding negroes 
in Georgia must and aehall be protected.

HE richer a man is the more willing 
he ought to be to pay his taxes,’’ 
‘‘What does it profit a man to be 

rich if he is not also honest?’’ 

‘‘Because a man is rich is a reason why 
he should be honest.’’ 
‘*Nobody should try to dodge his taxes.’’ 
‘‘It is better to do your duty to society 
and have people say that your are honest 
than to have them poiut at you and say 
‘he is rich.’’

Mr. Gundlach will pay taxes. on $153,850 worth of personal 
property this year. This is a great deal more than any other 
man in St. Clair County will pay. 

This year’s assessment in Illinois is made under a new law 
which is more stringent than was the old one. It requires 
every one to make oath to his schedule and provides penalties 
for refusal to do so. 

The assessor puts in one column the actual value of one's 
possessions and in another the value subject to assessment, 
which is one-fifth of the actual value. The levy varies in dif- 
ferent townships. In St. Clair Township, where Mr. Gund- 
lach lives, the levy is 6 cents on the dollar. The actual value

Mr. Gundlach does not regard an oath lightly. He did not 


see his way clear to take that oath because he could not swear 


positively to the value of all his personal property. 

He explained his difficulty to the assessor. That official said 
the oath had to be made according to the printed form. 
“Then I won't take the oath,” said Phillip Gundlach, slowly, 
“because I can’t do it with a free conscience. I hold a good 
many papers the value of which I don’t know. I will put 
down everything the value of which I know.” 

He did that. The list footed up $90,370. He would not 
The assessor divided $90,370 by 5, which made 
Then, as the law authorizes 
him to do, he added 50 per cent as a penalty for the refusal 
to swear, which made $27,111. 

When the Board of Review came to Mr. Gundlach’s schedule 


and saw that it was not sworn to, he was sent for and told 


that the board had decided to compel everybody to swear. 
Philip Gundinach’s honest heart was troubled. “I would like

Mr. Gundlach is a “self-made man.” He was taught only 
the thrce Rs. When on his father’s farm he invented a grain 
drill. He went to Belleville and opened a little shop in the 
West End and manufactured the drills. By hard work and 
thrift he succeeded and the business grew. He bought other 
patents and has been manufacturing drills 41 years. 

He speaks with a pronounced drawl. His grammer is little 
better than that of Mayor Ziegenhein, of whom he is an ad- 
mirer, but he has an abundant store of shrewdness and a 
sense of humcr. 

He lives simply and dresses plainly. He is as careful in his 
expenditures es though dependent upon his daily toil for a 
livelihood. He has never acquired expensive tastes. 

“Nobody should try to dodge his taxes,” he said. “The 
richer a man is the more willing he ought to be to pay his full 
share, because in proportion to his wealth he receives advan- 
tages and protection, and these advantages and this protec- 
tion enable him to make money and keep it. What does it 
profit a man to be rich if he is not also honest? What is it to 
be wealthy? Is it to have people point at you and say you are 
a rich man and to have food to eat, clothes to wear and a 
house tc live in? Or is it to do your duty to society and have 
people say you are an honest man? Because a man is rich is 
no reason why he should not be honest. It is reason why he 
should be honest. 

“The new assessment law is good, but it is wrong in some 
particulars. For instance, it does not correct the old injustice 
of compelling a man who owes for his farm to pay taxes on its 
full value and also compelling the man who holds the mort- 
gage on it to pay taxes on that, so that the taxes on the one 
piece of property are paid twice. 

“IT suggested a law to the last Legislature to correct this 
injustice, but nothing was done about it. My suggestion was 
that on a piece of property which was only partly paid for the 
holder should pay the taxes on the part which was his and 
also on the part for which he still owed, but that he should 
have the right to deduct from the interest due the holder of 
his notes or mortgage the amount of taxes paid on the part 
covered by these notes or mortgage. 

“It ig wrong to collect taxes twice on the same piece of 
property. . 

“A man who bought a farm from me owed me about $13,000. 
He would have had to pay taxes on the land and I would 
have had to pay on his notes which I held. I told him to 
deed the land to me and let it remain in my name and we 
would each pay half of the taxes on it, and when he got it 
all paid for I would deed it back to him. He saw the point 
and we did that.” ‘

Strange to say, the new scale is an im- 
portation from Germany, which once boy- 


cotted American fruit on account of the 
San Jose seale. 
The new pest is known to European 


scientists and>fruit growers by the techni- 
cal title of Aspidiotus Ostreaeformis Cur- 
tis. It was first recognized and classified 
by the eminent naturalist, Curtis, hence its 
name. It is found throughout Europe and 
in some parts of Asia and Africa.

“Yes; I'll kill you.’’

Gen. Whittier told me to get on the box.

They were determined that I should get 
down, so at last the General told us to get 
on the next carriage. 

Ferguson and I looked around, but there

A Spanish officer conducted us to the next 
Palace. Taking us to a room he motioned 
to us to eit with some servants, But we 
told him no. Brushing him aside, we went 
into the room, where the general was. 

About 4:30 the troops marched i and 
formed in front ofthe palace 4

called Ferguson and me and told me 
to get the flag, aS we were going 
to hoist it. He told Gen. Merritt he had 
two boys from the ship who were crazy 
to hoist the flag. 

“Well, they shall, the navy deserves the 
honor,” was Merritt's answer. 

We passed out from the palace through 
the ranks of our boys, who stood with 
fixed bayonets. They cheered us as they 
saw Old Glory under my arm.

HE first shot of the Filipino war was 
fired by a St. Louls man. He is Wil- 
liam W. Grarson. He Is related to 

the several Grayson. families in North St. 
Louls, end lived here unti! a short time 
ago. He was in Nebraska when the Span- 
ish-American war broke out and enlisted 
in a Nebraska regiment. 

His regiment was sent to the Philippines. 

The other day he landed in San Francisco 
from the transport Hancock and told the 
story of the first shot of the Filipino war. 
It was as follows: 


BY WILLIAM W GRAYSON. 
HAD been do'ng outpost duty for some 
time and was getting rather used to 
strained situation. There were four 
of us on duty at the post in daytime, and 
the guard was doubled at night. We knew 
it was coming, and we all wondered who 
would be the man to fire the first shot. 
That night my companion on outpost was 
Orville Miller. During the day I had a 
talk with a Filipino Lieutenant. He told 
me that I would have to keep back further. 
You see, they were encroaching on our ter- 
ritory every day, and because we seemed to 
stand for it, they got brave and impudent. 
I told the Lieutenant I did not “‘savvy.’’ 
Milter and I walked down to the end of the 
lane, so that our retreat would be covered 
in case we had to fall back. We were half- 
sitting, half-kneeHng at the end of the lane 
when we heard the soft whistle of the 


Filipino, It was answered by several other 
whistles, and we knew that mischief was 
brewing. 


Then from the Filipinos’ blockhouse, No. 
7, we saw a red light waving in some kind 
of signal. We turned our gaze back to 
where the whistle came from, when up rosé 
a Filipino as if he had come out of the 
ground. I challenged him and he chal- 
lenged my challenge. That meant fight. I 
heard the click, click of rifles, and without 
& moment's hesitation I let fly, and my im- 
pertinent Filipino tumbled over. 

Miller and I took to our heels up the 
lane. Two shots rang out as we ran, and 
when we had got back about 25 yards two 
Filipinos blocked out path.

*Shoot!’’ I cried to Miller, and a second 
later there was a dead Filipino. In another 
second I had brought down my second Fili- 
pino.

All true litterateurs the world over have 
at times Striven for the possession of a set 
of Burton's “Arabian Nights’’ and the price 
has risen to from $2) to $300, the original 
edition consisting of but 1000 copies. There 
are but very few sets of this work pos- 
sessed in America, as the people of England 
and the continent are well aware of its lit- 
erary merit, and prefer to retain it and let 
sordid proposals pass by. 

These 16,000 books are being printed in 
Denver. They match the or'ginal Burtons 
to a dot, the same face type, the same an- 
notations, the same arrangement of lines, 
the same Stanley Wood pictures on Japan- 
ese vellum paper, the same original bind- 
ing of black with a gold sheaf across back 
and front and the red-tipped leaves at the 
top, Sir Richard's idea to represent the 
garb of the Arabian nobie with his red fez. 

The idea for this undertaking originated 
in the mind of Francis R. Tandy, the sec- 
retary of the society, who was formerly 
connected with the public library of that 
city, and he speedily drew about him the 
best people in the city, who, about one 
year ago, formed the Burton Society.

He is the son of H. D. Newcomb, for- 
gmierly president of the Louisville & Nash- 
ville Railroad. Ie is 54 vears of age and 


was the eldest of five ch'ldren. Their home 


in’ Louisville was eituated at the north side 
of Main street, just west of Brook. 
One night in 185 Mrs. Newcomb, having 


Become suddenly insane, killed three of her 
five children by throwing them from an 
upper window of the Newcomb mansion, 

Two of the children survived, though they 
were injured. These were Horatio Victor 
and his younger brother, Hlerman. At that 
time Victor was about 10 years of age and 
he gave his mother a desperate struggie be- 
fore she succeeded in throwing him out of 
the window along with the other children. 
Kind and loving friends took charge of the 
poor woman, whose mind was so demented 
that she never realized the terrible deed 
@ehe had committed. She was taken the 
Springfield, Mass., asylum, and there she 
died last year. 

For years H. D. Newcomb devoted 
energies ussiduousiy to the interests of the 
lL. & N. Railroad, of which James Guthrie

at that time was the head. Mr. Guirthrie 
turned over all his interests to Mr. New- 
comb when he became Secretary of the 


Treasury under President James Buchanan, 


HH. Victor Newcomb, the eldest boy, Was 
Bent abroad and educated in Germany. Her- 
Man, the younge: brother, manifested a 
predilection for medicine and chose Phila- 
deiphia for his home. He met with sudden 
Geath, while in comparative youth, at the 
Jefferson Medical College, in the Quaker 
City. 


Victor Newcomb returned from Germany 
When about 2 vears of age. At that time 
the affairs of tte L. & N. road were threat- 
ened by the possible success of a parallel 
road at that time known the BHiizabeth- 
town, Lexington & Big Sandy, and the 
Diizabethtwwn, Paducah & Southwestern, 
all of whteh now constitute the Kentuciy 
end of the Illinois Central Railroad. 

Being Geeply enamored of Miss 
Gmith, daaghter of John B. Smith, a bank 

gsident at that time, the elder New- 
comp sent Victor abroad again, fearing 
that his presence in Louisville might bring 
his love affairs to an awkward termination. 
At that time he was contemplating getting 
a divorce from his demented wife by a spe- 
clal act of the lLevislature. He wanted no 
interference with plans from his son 
Victor, who was a very high-spirited young 
gan. Victor :emained abroad about two 
years, his father in the meantime having 
manipulated through the Kentucky Leglis- 
lature a special act making insanity a 
ground for divorce. He secured a divorce 
and soon married Miss Smith. 

Ghortiy after the marriage Victor re- 
turned to America, and many stormy in- 
terviews are seid to have taken place be- 
tween father and son over the marriage. 
He had not been apprised curing his ab- 
gence of his father’s action. The son threat- 
ened to appeal to the courts to declare the 
act of the Legislature unconstitutional and 
thereby making the father’s marriage with 
Miss Smith null and void. 

Victor was engaged to Miss Florence 
Manforth and to pacify him his father 
mgreed to give them $100,000 when the wed- 
ding was solemnized. The marriage of 
Victor and Miss Danforth took place and 
proved to be a very happy union, but Vic- 
tor never forgave his father. Victor loved 
his mother and was unrelenting in his de- 
termination to vindicate the great wrong 
which he thought had been done her by 
the action of the Kentucky Legislature. 

Shortly after Victor’a marriage the elder 
Newcomb died suddenly, leaving a will, by 
the terms of which the bulk of his estate, 
walued at about $2,000,000, was left to his 
widow, something like $100,000 being left to 
Victor. Victor was not satisfied with the 
will, feeling that by reason of the great 
injustice done his mother, the second Mrs. 
Wewcomb should not be entitled to any- 
thing, and at once took steps to have the 
act ef the Legislature deciared unconstitu- 
tional, and by such declaration make null 
and vold the marriage of his father to Miss 
Smith. 

Proceedings were instituted tn the Louts- 
wille Chancery Court, Judge H. W. Bruce 
presiding. A decision was rendered de- 
Glaring the act of the Legislature uncon- 
Stitutional, but pronouncing the children 
born of the second marriage legitimate. 
Regarding the settiement of the estate the 
OPuUblio was never enlightened, but it was 
pretty well understood that the widow as 
Well as the son was well satisfied with 
the settlement. 

Bhortiy after the settlement of the estate 
the widow married Richard Ten Broeck, 
the well-known turfman, who had just 
mchieved fame in England as the first 
American to race Kentucky horses abroad.

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MYSTERIOUS SPRINGS KEEP 
TEXAS PEOPLE GUESSING. 


Sometimes They Are Dry, But the 
Recent Flood Started Them 
to Flowing Again. 


PECULIAR state of affairs exists in 
A regard to the water supply of 

Texas. It comes from a vaat un- 
derzround layer of water in the territory 
to the northeast, and not from the Rocky 
Mountains, as generally supposed. Only 
a few years ago there were many large 
aprings at the head of the San Antonio 
River, but for Beven years there has been 
a deficiency in the water supply. 

Birange to say, the heavy rains which 
@aised the recent floods in Texas, eet to 
flowing a large epring, which has been dry 
for two years, at the head of the San An- 
tonlio River. This led to the the beilef that 
other eprings in that locality would re- 
sume ther former flow as soon as the 
Water from the coplous rainfall on the 
mountains had percolated through to the 
water bearing strata and reservoirs under- 
lying this region. 

For nearly two months a volume of water 
equivalent to an amount derived from sev- 
éral large artesian wells has been flowing, 
but from day to day there has been a slight 
Gecrenase in volume. None of the other 
springs in the neighborhood have resumed 
their flow. 

Some people have contended that the 
large number of artesian wells developed 
in and about San Antonio have stopped 
the flow of surface springs at the head of 
the river. This is hardly probable, as the 
artes an eupply and gravity springs are 
derived from entirely different water-bear- 
ing strada. 

Among the great natural wonders in the 
United States are the Niagara Falis, the 
Grand Canyon of the Colorado, the mam- 
moth cave of Kentucky and the great nat- 
ural water works of Texas. The nat- 
ural plant underlies an area @ miles long 
averages 5W) miles in width and covers an 
area of 18,000 square miles. 

Robert T. H li and T. Wayland Vaughan 
of the United States geological survey, have 
made a theoretic study of this region 
known as the Edwards Piateau dnd Rio 
Grande plain.

The Edwards Plateau extends from Crane 
County on the Pecos River, east through 
Upton, Tom Green, Iron, Concho, Menard, 
Mason and Llano counties. Thence south 
through Hays, Comal and Bexar counties. 


The southern boundary follows the line of 
the Southern Pacific Railway to Del Rio 
thence northwest on the Rio Pecos to Crane 
County. 

The Mio Grande plain is bordered on the 
northwest by the Edwards plateau, on the 
northeast by the Colorado River, on the 
southeast by the Gulf of Mexico and on 
the southwest by the mountain ranges in 
Northeastern Mexico. The plain's drainage 
includes the Nueces, San Antonio and 
Guadalupe rivers and their branches. The 
eastern part of this plain is humid and fer- 
tile. The humidity gradually | decreases 
westward. West of Bexar County the arid- 
ity of the country Increases rapidly. 

The Edwards plateau differs entirely 
from the Rio Grande plain both in cli- 
mate and topographical characteristics. The 
former has a rough surface with numerous 
canyons, while the Rio Grande plain is 
characterized by sweeping prairies and a 
comparatively level surface. The plateau 
reaches an elevation of 200 feet in Ed- 
wards County and gradually slopes south- 
east to the coast. The limestone formation 
underlying this area is arranged in strata 
parallel with the surface, having an aver- 
age fail of four and one-half feet per mile. 

The strata formation of the plateau may 
be better understood by comparing it with 
a book lying on its back and slightly tilted. 

It was discovered that the San Anton!o 
artesian water supply comes from the same 
series of beds that supply the artesian 
wells of Waco, Fort Worth and Dallas. 
The wells about Waco have their immed!- 
ate source in beds of porous sand, while 
the San Antonio wells derive their supply 
from the Edwards limestone, a hard cre- 
taceous formation. As artesian water will 
not rise higher than its head, or seurce, 
there must be immense reservoirs in the 
Edwards piateau which supply the artesian 
Wells in and near San Antonio. It is not 
possible to obtain water by hydrostatic 
pressure in the summit districts of the 
plateau, and the inhabitants of this dis- 
trict depend on the deep pumping welts, 
which average from 300 to 600 feet in depth.

So 
remarkable is the appearance of a flower 
that the natives regard it with awe and 
reverence.

York, Chicago, France, Germany and En- 
gland, but none of them have ever attained 
much bloom. When they have bloomed at 
all the flowers have been exceeding small. 

The plant of which the cut gives a view, 
is at St. Louis in the Tower Grove Park 
greenhouse. It is a heavy vine covering one 
large wall of the hothouse, with a wealth 
of over 100 buds and full bloom flowers. It 
has been in prolific bloom all through April, 
May and June, with promise of blooming 
luxuriantly all through summer. It beats 
all records. No goose plant has ever 
bloomed like this one. No such bloom was 
ever before seen in thls country or in any 
other. 

To Mr. John Gurney, “the super'‘ntendent, 
belongs the glory of this phenomenal 
wealth of flower. He makes no secret of 
his success. It is this: strong feeding (the 
plant is a gourmand) and strong pruning.

of watered milk and adulterated food. But 
there were also the remains of the old and 
classic beauty. The Greek outline, the 
small ‘Attic features, the fawnlike eyes 
that do not think but feel! 

In the midst of all this squalor rises the 
imposing front of a Greek Catholic church, 
At the sight of it there burst upon the 
mind the memories of the great Constan- 
tine and the splendors of the Byzantian 
era. 

My guide directed me to a place in Crys- 
tie street. 

‘This is a eweat shop,” said my gulde. 
(And at the words, with the glance that 
followed, I thought of the bloody sweat 
of Christ—the eternal martyrdom of man.) 

We had to step softly through the dark, 
winding and slippery passages that led in- 
to this human hell. Soon we were on the 
third floor, looking out on the neighboring 
with refuse and garbage, 
broken bottles and sloppy pools. Deadly 
odors were continually blowing through the 
workshops. The work people were bowed 
to thelr work with a strained Intensity in 
their every movement. Anx'‘ety was writ- 
ten on every feature. Hunger rode a-strad- 
dle, spurs on his heels, as if death came 
riding hard behind! 

Every worker in every room was more or 
less misshapen; those who ran machines 
had great humps on their shoulders, hid- 
eous and abominable distortions of the 
majesty that God made. Out through all 
this horror would sometimes break a 
crackling rill of laughter. Truly it was ad | 
Dantesque circle. 

In one dim corner of the room I saw 
aman bent over a saffron-faced consump- 
tive girl. His face was close to hers. Was 
it a word of affection he breathed to her 
ear? A pale, ead little smile filckered over 
her face. 

I talked 10 minutes with the contractor 
or middleman, who stands between the 
hands and the wholesaler. He seemed 
wellnigh as much pinched with distress as 
his workmen. He told how it took nalne| 
pairs of hands to make one summer shirt, 
and how he got 35 cents a dozen from the 
wholesaler. 

Out of this he had to pay all his hands 
and all expenses.. He claimed that he made 
$9 a week, and that the operatives got from 
70 to 90 cents a day. I must say, however, 
that a knowing youth, grown up in that 
community, whispered to my ear, “This is 
a mistake; no such an amount ever reaches 
the hands of the workman.” 

The old rookery consists of four floors 
and 14 shops. 

Next we entered a shop in Hester street. 
“Hold your breath, brethren,’ I cried to 
those behind me. New and unnamable 
stenches greeted us in the corridors. Up 
winding and unlighted stairs, past cluttered 
landings we picked our laborious way. On| 
an occasional face there would be the light 
of intelligence or a trace of beauty, but in! 
general there was everywhere the look | 
and gesture of the joyiess workman: {n- 
stead a certain carnal and stolid expres. 
sion seems to be creeping over their faces. 
Nowhere did I see any joy in their work. 
Nowhere in a true 6ense was there ming 
in their muscle or heart in their hana. 
work. 

So, after all that I heve seen, I am cer.- 
tain that I have found the “hoeman” tak. 
ing root on our American soll. Certainly 
the decadent of labor is here in the mak. 
ing. Give us time enough and we will be 
able ‘‘to point with pride” to a fascinating 
horror equal to the older lands. 

As we passed out to the open alr, some 
one remarked that Col. Ingersoll was al- 
ways insisting that there was no hell, 
What fatuity, thought I. While theologians 
have been debating whether or not God ev- 
er made a devil, men have built up a 
devil in the industrial industries of the 
world.

we went drifting down Forsyth 
street. Same old story—children with milky 
washed-out faces, mothers emaciated and 
work-worn. Of coursé, it goes without say- 


. She cried, as we passed

brain, has the hardihood to call this little 
rat-hole a room. Children naked and filthy, 
most of them gnawing a crust of bread;

Nearly 
every face was either milky or leathery. 


At one of the houses we entered the old 
landlady thought we were looking to pur- 
chase a building. Her face suddenly 
brightened. She led the way through wind- 
ing halls. She gave a gutteral cry as she 
reached the back yard, and a dozen young 
ragamuffins scampered to a dirty wool sack 
in the corner. 

She saw nothing but virtue tn the old 
rookery. ‘‘See this finely-lighted hall!’ 
Into one dimly- 


lighted by a little dirty window. ‘See 
what sunny rooms!” All of them were 
dingy and dark. Perhaps the mole, too, 


finds joy in his unlit chambers below 


ground. But the mole gets his rent for 
nothing; while these wretched families are 
forced to pay $7.50 a month for one 
wretched little room. And this room, this 
rat-hole, this den of dirt, is—a home! 

I looked for a moment through the ol4 
tenement at the junction of Forsyth, Di- 
vision and Bayard streeta—fhe old robbers’ 
roost of evil memory. Many a nimble 
thief has slipped in and out of fts winding 
passages. Th‘s old tenement contains per- 
haps 400 Inhabitants. 


We entered Pelham street. Both sides of 
the street are crowded with sweat shops. 
As I approached them, the buildings gave 
forth a perpetual rumbling, a groaning, a 
grating. Biome one said that he took it to 
be the sound of machinery. Perhaps wo. 
Still one thing ts certain—I heard in the 
jarring noise the sound of the awful jaws 
ef Mammon—the crunching and crushing 
of the monstrous jaws that are devouring 
the children of the king. 

We wound our way into Nos. 7 and 8.

They were the same old story—young men 
growing old before their time, giris losing 
their health and beauty.

Now Uncovering the 
Fossiled Wonders 
of Prehistoric 
Times. 
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WITH THE GREAT EXPEDITION NOW 
EACAVATING IN THE FOSSIL BEDS 
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HREE St. Loulsans and eight other 
Missourians are members of one of 
the most notable ecientific expedi- 

tione of the century—an expedition organ- 
ized by the University of Wyoming, con- 
Bisting of nearly 100 scientists from all parts 
of the United States to explore the fossils 
beds of Wyoming. 

These St. Louisans are Dr. G. Hambach 
of Washington University, G. F. Tittman 
and R. O. Melsenbach, one of the official 
photographers of the expedition. 

This expedition is now covering a field 
Which has been of untold interest to scien- 
tists for 50 years, and particularly since 
1877. when Prof. Maresh of Yale and Prof. 
Cope of thé University of Pennsylvania 
commenced in that section the study of the 
petrified remains of the largest animals 
which ever inhab'ted the earth. 

Prof. Cope continued this study until his 
death, less than twe years ago, while Prof. 
Marsh, who died lately, embodied his work 
in his elaborate Monograph for the United 


States Geological Survey, for which the. 
greater part of his material was obtained 
in Wyoming. From 1877 until 1888 Prof. 


Marsh had fleld parties continually at work 
im that State For the greater part of this 
period his work was in charge of W. H. 
Reed, assistant in the Department of Geol- 
ogy of the University of Wyoming. 

In the last three years Mr. Reed has spent 
his entire summers in this work of colle-- 
tion, with a result that he has brought to 
the Western university more than ov tons 
of the bones of these huge reptiles. 

Just one year ago he discovered the re- 
mains of the biggest animal ever known 
to man—a dinosaur nearly 130 feet in length, 
8 feet in height at the hips, 2 feet at 
the shoulders, with a neck W feet long 
and a tail twice that length. 

This ske'eton, it is estimated, 
0,000 pounds when cleaned and 
In life the animal must have weighed 60 
tons. His foot covered a square yard of 
ground, and hie tread shook the earth. 
But hie head was little, not larger than a 
10-galion keg. and the weight of his brain 
did not exceed four or five pounds.

In prehistor’c times, geologiate say, Wy- 
oming had many large fresh water lakes 
and a semi-tropical climate. During that 
Period these gigantic dinosaurs are be- 
lieved to have inhabited these lakes and 


sWamps in myriads. The anima,s sank into 
the mud in dying and their bones were 
covered over with other deposits and be- 
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came petrified. The large beds are found 
where at one time are supposed to have 
been the mouths of great rivers, the ani- 
ma!s after death having floated down these 
rivers to where they were deposited in 
these estuaries, thus accounting for the 
vast deposits in certain places. 

It is believed that through the geological 
ages theese animals Became covered with 
perhaps 20,000 feet of rock. The process by 
which the Rocky Mountains were formed 
tilted these beds, and subsequent erosion 
has thus brought to light the burying 
ground of millions of years ago. 


The history of this reptilian age in which 
the dinosaur lived has been faithfully, al- 
though not fully, written in nature’s un- 
mistakable hieroglyphics, found in these 
vast burying grounds. The animals of the 
period, although all lizard-like, were widely 
different in character. The seas were in- 
habited by fishes, turtles and sea serpents. 
On the land were herbivorous, carnivorous, 
jumping, flying, and armored animals, all 
reptilian in their nature. Associated with 
these were a few mammals about the size 
of a modern mouse, and a few primitive 
birds. 

The collection of reptilian fossils at the 
University of Wyoming embraces portions 
of many of the reptiles known to the rep- 
tiian age and a great many anima’s that 


are new to science and not found else- 
where. This wonderful collection has been 
gathered together under the direction of 


Prof. Wilbur C. Knight of the chair of ge- 
ology of the university. 
Concerning the work of the present ex- 
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pedition, that of others and the history of 
the fossil beds, he says: 


By Prof. Wilbur C. Knight. 


é¢ Hl work of collecting from this 
Vast storehouse commenced near- 


ly 50 years ago. The early expe- 


ditions encountered the treacherous Sicux, 
but were not baffled, though they had to 
‘outfit’ on the Missouri River and travel 


400 miles or more by team. 


“A year ago the American Museum ex- 
pedition found two magnificent skeletons 
within a quarter of a mile of the railroad 
and in sight of several of the quarries 
opened by Prof. Marsh in the seventies. 


Besides the fossils mentioned there are 
about 100 species of invertebrates to col- 
lect, then species of fishes and turtles, and 


species of extremely rare ecycads. 

“From the Big Horn Basin, Wind River, 
Green River, Sweetwater River and 
forks of the Cheyenne River over 300 spe- 


ches of vertebrates have been reported, and 
the most of these are mammals. The Ter- 
tlary has been justly called the ‘age of 


mammals,’ for prior to this period the mam- 


mais were not larger than a mouse, The 
mammais were found in great variety— 
those of elephantine size, and, with them, 


those that were no larger than an ox, and 
on down to the size of a rabbit. 

“These Tertiary fleids have, from a scien. 
tific viewpoint, yielded fossils of greater 
importance to the anatomist and paleon- 
tologist than the Jurassic. Here are found 
the first horses, and from the Wyoming 
beds nearly a complete series has been ob-

tained. Many of the fossils found tn the 
Green River.and Big Horn Basins are not 
known to any other locality. Some of 
these are 80 rare that there has been only 
a single specimen found. Nearly all of 
these animals bear a scientific name only, 
but there are representatives of such ani- 
mals as rhinoceroses, came!s, deer, wolves, 
cats, beavers and monkeys.”’ 


the valued possessions of the New 
of Sciences. They 
in Wyoming, in a 
quarry west of Cheyenne, about twenty 
miles west of the Union Pacific Railroad. 
These. fossils are especially interesting, be- 
cause they represent the remote Jurassic 
era of zoological history, and also because 
the dinosaur is an animal—cr was an ani- 
mal—about which scientific men know but 
little. For a long time almost the only evi- 
dence, that it ever existed was found in 
footprints on Connecticut Valley sandstone. 
Within a few years partial or complete 
skeletons have been recovered from rocks 
in the Western part of the Continent, and 
peculiarities of this link between reptiles 
and birds are now the subject of eager 
study. 

Prof. Henry F. Osborn of Columbia Uni- 
versity, president of the New York Acad- 
emy of Sciences—probably the greatest au- 
thority on palaeontology since the death 
of Leidy, Cope and Marsh—led the expedli- 
tion of 1897 which went from the Ameri- 
can Museum of Natural History hunting 
for fossil dinosaurs in Wyoming, and he

The 
herbivorous members of the family may 
have attained a horizontal length of sev- 
enty feet, although the particular speci- 
mens repreeented by the largest of Prof. 
Osborn's recent acquisitions probably did 
not measure more than sixty feet from 
nose to tip of tail.

feet long. With his flesh and skin on the 
live animal must have been at least fifteen 
feet high at the hips.

Ht demand of England and Canada 
that the question of boundary be- 
tween Alaska and the great North- 

west Territory be submitted to arbitration 
is regarded by American statesmen as 
overbearing and preposterous, 

The United States has nothing to arbi- 
trate. The boundary between Alaska and 
Britiah territory is as definite as the 
boundary between Illinois and Missouri, 
and was so0 when this country purchased 
Alaska from Russ‘a in 1867. It was so in 
1897, when the great rush to the Klondike 
gold fields commenced. It is so still. The 
whole dispute was precipitated by the 
grab-ali policy of Great Britain.

times he is accompanied by his niece, Miés 
Sarah Duncan of Cleveland, Postmaster- 
General Smith or other friends if they hap- 
pen to be around. 

Hie is a very able walker and usually 
tires out those who accompany him. He 
strides along with a ewing and carries 
himself very erect. He takes long, meas- 


ured steps and is very quick and active on 
his feet. He usually covers two or three 
miles at his rapid pace before réturning 
to his apartments. 


The afternoons are devoted to drives and 
strolls. Sometimes Mre. McKinley accom- 
panties him, but her health has not been 
very good of late and she has kept closely 
indoors, 


When the President goes driving he us- 
ually handles the reing himself and it gives 
him a great deal of pleasure. He prefers 
the most spirited horses that can Ye fur- 
nished him, Thus far he has driven lit- 
tle because Mrs. McKinley has ngt felt 
well enough to go abroad. ; 


After dining in his apartments the Pres- 
ident usually estrella out on the piazza, 
lights a cigar and-whiles away an hour or 
two, Sometimes Mrs. MeKinley accompa- 
nies him, and the two sit in a secluded cor- 
ner, out of the way of passing guests. 

Then Mr. McKinley returns to his rooms 
and sKims over the newspapers, He never 
lets the day pass without reading the news- 
papers. He is usually in bed by midnight 
and rises before 8 o'clock. 

All sorts of inducements have been made 
to persuade the President to play golf. 
Thus far he has resisted all blandistiments, 
but the devotees of the clubs and the little 
ball still have hopes. Possibly the Presj- 
dent realizes that the day he plays his 
first game of golf will be one of the events 
of his life and will therefore receive proper 
recognition. Manager Seavey, of the hotel, 
has offered to present the President with a 
Scotch golf stick more than one hundred 
years old if he will consent to use it on 
the links.

A NEW VOTING MACHINE, 


HE State of Nebraska has ordered 


| total of $1,600,000. This machine is the 


invention of George W. Trommlitz of Den- 
ver, who has been working on it six years. 
Associated with him in the enterprise is 


W. W. Tucker of Hartford, Conn. 
This machine is purely mechanical in 
construction. The regulations are com- 


plete in every detail. Split tickets can be 
voted as readily as stra'ght tickets. The 
booth stands six and one-half feet in height 


and is about four feet square, giving am- 
of 


ple room for voting. Though made 
steel it can be carried about without dif- 
ficulty, although rather heavy. 


The voter, upon entering the booth, faces 
a square steel box, about three feet in di- 
mensions and three inches thick. On tnNe 
face of this square is a long narrow row of 
glazed openings in which appear the dif- 
ferent tickets to be voted. Each party 
ticket is printed on a slip of its own. The 
candidates for each office are in alignment 
and the whole arrangement is similar to 
the regular Australian ballot. But at the 
point where the voter usuaily puts an —_— 
is a nickelplated button and at the top of 
each party ticket Is a lever.

AND 
ANGEL GABRIEL’S 
FOOTPRINTS.

NEW HARMONY, Ind., Aug. 19. 

Special Correspondence of Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
éé ABRIEL came down from heaven 
(; on that rock over there. If you 
gO over vou can see his foot- 
prints.”” The man who was whittling the 
box away from under him looked up and 
with his jackknife pointed across the street. 
“It’s over there in Robert Dale Owen's old 
yard. Stone’s been called Gabriel's rock 

ever since.”’ 

The home erected by Robert Dale Owen 
and William MacClure—the father of Amer- 
ican gceology—occupies the most prominent 
square in New Harmony. Just at the cor- 
ner of the house lay the two most interest- 
ing and historic stones in the Mississippi 
Calley. Few, however, of the many who 


+ go to New Harmony to study the problems 


of colonization worked out there notice 
these rather ordinary slabs, and though 
writers of all calibers have torn New Har- 
mony to pieces and put it together a hun- 
dred or more times few have aone anytaing 
more than pass over these slabs, the most 
interesting relics. to be found. 

“‘Gabriel’s rock” is, rather, two lime-stone 
slabs. Each is 5x5 feet and 8 inches thick. 
Tney join eachi other, making one continu- 
ous slab ten feet in lengua. On one is out- 
lined in the livimg rock a pecuiiar scroll 
and several figures in which right angies 
predominate. On the other is found two 
footprints sunk deep into the rock. 

John Rapp was the leader of a peculiar 
people. His leadership, in fact, had some 
simiiarity to that of Moses and this simi- 
larity probably sugg<«sted to him the idea 
to copy the part of Moses in receiving a 
code of instructions direct from on higa. 

Some time after the seitiement here the 
crops from the coiony’s great tract of land 
became very large and the question of pro- 
viding storehouses arose. The coionists as 
a rule wanted temporary etructures, such 
as farmers use to-day. Rapp proposed the 
erection of a great Indian fort and granary. 
Dissension arose over this and other ques- 
tions and Rapp began to realize that his 
hoid was provabiy siipping. This, in sub- 


| stance brought about his great Moses imi- 


tation coup, which gave to the co.ony Ga- 
briel’s rock and piaced him again before 
them as divinely directed. 

One morning Rapp waiked from his house 
and calied the co.onists around him, He 
told them that during the night the angel 
Gabriel had come to him and given hima 
new code of laws and directed him to erect 
a great fort and granary. He led them to 
the rear of his house and showed them two, 
great stone slabs on which he said Gabriel 
had descended from heaven. The angel’s 
fovtprinte he pointed out in one of them and 
on the other he showed them the scruil 
and the right angle marks which Gabriel 
had used in directing him in the construc- 
The footprints, the 
and the tracings were all deep in 
The effect of the coup was as he 
had anticipated. His word became law and 
the structure was erected. It was a most 
substantial affair and still gtands. The walis 
are of solid stone four feet thick. The win- 
dows are barred with iron and every few 
feet there are portho.es through which in- 
vaders could be shot. The building was 
later used as the United States Geological 
library and Museum, later as a mill. It 
is deserted now. 

The sequel of the Gabriel rock story came 
out several yeurs after Rapp’s death. Just 
below St. Louis, where the imestone stratas 
crop out on the Mississippi was a big ledge 
thrown into a horizontal position by dis- 
turbances in prehistoric ages. On this ledge 
were the prints of two feet and in front of 
them was the scroll described above. As it 
laid in the ledge it looked as though a

| human being had stepped into the plastic 


mud while the stratas were forming and 
with a stick had made a tracing in the 
plastic mud before him. This had turned 
into rock through the same process which 
evolved all of the stratas. The footprints 
and the tracings became indellible to the 
action of time. 

Rapp sent three lieutenants to the place, 
had them quarry the footprints and trac- 
ings, load them econ flatboats and float them 
down the Mississippi, up the Ohio and the 
Wabash and under cover of night land 
them at New Harmony. This was easily ac- 
complished, as the colony was run on the 
“early to bed and early to rise” time sched- 
ule. When the morning broke the two big 
slabs were in Rapp’s yard. The flatboats 
were gone; the rocks were foreign to the 
section—which is decidedly sandy. It ap- 
peared as though they had dropped from 
heaven and the superstitious natures re- 
ceived Rapp’s story. They reverenced the 
footprints. It is not understood why they 
did not take them back to Pennsylvania 
with them.
